The answer—except from 
Nanking officials anxious for 
more American aid—invari- 
ably. was “no.” © I was told 
that no report-of Russian aid, 
advice, or direction to the 
Chinese. _ Reds. had. pver..been 
-yerified~ since--1927,-. unless --you- 
count the Japanese arms the 
Soviets let them pick up in 
Manchuria in 1945. 

I then asked a secand question 
—how Jong would Chinese Red 
leadership last if word got around 
that it was working for Moscow? 
“Ten days, perhaps” was the 
longest estimate I got. 

Yet 2,000,000 persons belong to 
the Chinese Communist Party 
which follows the main outlines 
af Moscow propaganda, especially 
as regards America.

The 14th annual meeting of the American Associa- 
tion for Cancer Research was told this today. 


The report. came from. Dr 
Alice Moore of the Memorial 
Hospital centre for Cancer and 
Allied Diseases in New York 
City.. She reported that the 
virus had’ a strong affinity for 
cancerous tissue and destroyed 
cancer in time. However, the 
virus also attacks the normal 
tissue of mice. 


It has not been used in human 
cases and will not be used until 
very thorough laborntory — tests 
have been conducted. Dr. Moort 
Rave no indicatlon as to when 
these tests might be concluded. 


Dr. Moore sald encephalit!: 
was a virus disease somewhat 
similar to pollomyclitls, In some 
cases it was dificult to distin- 
guish between the symptoms. The 
virus fs sub-mlcroscopic in size. 
Dr. Moore pointed out that the 
virus had a definite preference 
for Sarcoma 180, n transplanted 
eancer, and in the process of in- 
fection could destroy It.

HAPPY PIRATES 

The Gilbertian “Pirates of 
Penzance” had nothing on 
the post-war ‘China coast 
variety when it comes to a 
happy, carefree lack of res- 
ponsibility, with no serious 
threat of retribution. Their 
depredations are becoming 
so frequent and blatant that 
newspaper editors might be 
forgiven for burying reports 
about armed attacks on ships 
in local waters under minute 
headlines, with other routine 
news. 

Yesterday's papers carried 
an account of how a Chinese 
sportsman was killed and a 
European woman_ scriously 
injured by gunfire when 
bandits ambushed the river 
vessel Kwong Fook Cheung 
in the West River. In this 
case there is the small con- 
solation that the ship drove 
at full speed into a barrier 
of junks, destroying not only 
some of them but also a 
number of the gunmenh. So 
now we may expect an offi- 
cial message of sympathy, 
plus possibly an inquiry, 
which would voice a factual 
verdict of what happened. 
It is problematical whether 
even a polite formal protest 
will be made to the Chin- 
ese government. 

Our fathers would have 
been appalled by such a mil- 
- quetoast reaction. , Invited to 
imagine such a_ sityation, 
their comment would have 
been that, if it ever. happen- 
ed, the British lion would not 
only have lost his teeth, but 
would be so dead that for 
reasons of ordinary sanitation 
he should have been buried 
some time ago. They would, 
of course, have been wrong, 
for they could not have fore- 
seen the progressive modi- 
fication and basic change of 
international behaviour, es- 
pecially by the colonial 
powers. They would, never- 
theless, have had a certain 
amount of justification for 
their criticism. 

What’ shipping companies 
and ordinary passengers 
have a right to know is this:

After an absenco: of nearly a year, 


my first 


thoughts on seeing England again werd crys- 
tallisod by a man leaning on the rail next 


to me. 


We were watching great stretches of meadow land 
and grazing cattle go by as the ship made 
her leisurely way up the Thames and towards 


Tilbury. My friend 


had been away from 


England for 15 years, and thought it “was a 


grand sight.” - 


After the bare and barren 
coastlines of the Red Sea and 
the Suez Canal zone, and the 
diminutive patches of Hong 
Kong's cricket and bowling 
,Breens, it most certainly was 
worth secing. 


I had laid eut an heavy Rreat- 
coat, thick tweet sult, and pull- 
over In preparation for February 
wenther, but they were quite un- 
necessary, The weather war 
warmer than the day we had left 
Heng Kong. 

* Customs were extremely lenlent 
nnd the rumours of their harsh 
duty assessments unfounded, un- 
less an article was obviously new, 
or of ulstinct value, It was ignor- 
ed, and when duty was imposed 
the amount was very reasonable, 
tT had hoped to leave London 
that same day by car, but as the 
tank contained only two gallons 
of borrowed petrol, it was neces- 
gary to obtain seme coupons, and 
any hopes tf had entertained of 
soon abandoned. 
+ An officlal of the Board of Trade 
explained that i€ [ were of any 
other nationality in the world bul 
British it would be very simple, 
but as J was only a visitor tu iny 
own country, things were rather 
more complicated, It would be 
necessary for me to apply at my 
Bank for a Tourists Voucher 
* Book, and then apply for an al- 
lowance. 

Soon I owas involved in an 
argument with the manager of 
the bank as to whether I was 
legally x tourist or not, but 

feventually won the day, and after 
complying with the regulation 
which = stipulates a tourist: must 
change £25 sterling worth of 
foreign currency, 1 was allowed 
my book, 

On production of thio book to 
London, Oloner that night at 
the well known hotel | stayed 
at, was a distinct shock after 
the luxurious menu, supplied 
by The Canton: thin and watery 
sou,, followed by a couple of 
leathery sausages and A plie of 
arey mashed potatoes, an 
anaemic looking baked apple, 
cup of coffee with one lump of 

sugar, and the bill for five 
ahiljings topped this dlamal 
meal off. 

L retired to the bar, where a 
whisky and soda and 20 clgarettes 
cost- another efght shillings, 1 
meditated on the meal five 
shillings would have obtained, 
even in Hong Kong. 

Next day I haa a good look 
around the shops, and saw a very 
decided increase in the quality 
and quiuntity of goods for sale 
everywhere. Prices seemed to 
have gone up how cr, A pair 
of shoes F had purchased in’ the 
Colony for $30 compared very 
favourably with a pair almost 
identical in desizn on sale in a 
shop in Regent Street and costing 
the enormous sum of six guineas. 


The barrow boys were atlil out 
in force, their fannstleally padded 
shoulders nnd black homburgs, 
bent aver barrows piled high. with 
plums, apples, peaches, and 
oranges, all at o price well be- 
fow that of Hong Kongs fruit, 

At my hotel in the Lake Dis- 
trict the food was a great im- 
provement on that obtainable In 
the South of England, and al- 
though plain, was very well cook- 
ed. Shoes I had to clean myself; 
the manager explalned that this 


was due to m setious staff shortage 
(noliccable everywhern In North- 
em hotels) People nowadays 
wanted jobs with definite and 
fixed hours, he sald, and this of 
course was impossible to guaran- 
tee, 

I was soon to find that cigaret- 
tes Were In extremely short sup- 
ply, the better known brands all 
being sold from under the coun- 
ter, and of course to regular 
customers only. Everwhere there 
were to be seen brands of 
clyarcttes never scen before by 
good class tobacconists. One shop 
manager told me that more 
cigarettes than ever were being 
turnert out and the shortage was 
due to increased consumption. 

Friends In business who had 

once gloomily forecast the ruin 
of their small firms by the La- 
pour Governmenta = restrictlan 
and form _ fitling proctivitles, 
now surprised me by recounting 
numerous instancen of such re- 
Ltrictlons) and controls being 
removed. Many assured m6 
that business was improving, 
and ‘although there was not the 
money In cieculatlon of a -few 
yrars ago, a much more healthy 
pttitude was to be noticea 
usimong shoppers; they were de- 
manding value for money, In 
fact it was once again a “buyers 
market”, a good thing for 
honest tradeamen and a bad 
thing for the “spivs’, 

they were not so happy aout 
the rew cars ordercd two and 
three years ugo and not yet ree 
motely in sight. I thought of the 
miles of new cars I had seen be- 
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Ing driven to the docks on my 
jourrey North, 
rocms of the Far Sastern ports... 
Everwhere, motorists were to 
ke heard loud and bitter in their 
complaints about the petrol ra- 
tioning, and many were the weird 
and ‘vonderful echemes for taking 
the colour out uf the industrial 
red petrol. One man assured me 
that the only practical way of do- 
Ing this, short of redistillation, 
was to rleve It through an old top 
hat full of charcunt. Once during 
my travels I was stopped by a 
Fret Cicer anc ‘politely. asked 
permission for 2 sample of tho 
petrol) in my tank, This was 
placed in 4 small phial and sealed 
up, to be sent off to thelr anoly- 
tleal chemists for testing. He as- 
sured me that although the colour. 
ef the selrol could in fact be re- 
moved, nothing would take out 
the seerct chemical, In what he 
called “colloidal suspension.”

The rapid progress of housing 
schemes and gocial services, free 
dental ond medical treatment for 
all. And most important of all 
the vigorous uncomplaining spirit 
ot the vast majority of the peo- 
ple.

The total popula- 
tion increased by 4.4 per cent 
from 1925 to 1930; 44 per cent 
from 1830 to 1935, 3.7 per cent 
from 1935 to 1940 and 5.2 per 
cent from 1940 to 1945. The 
figures for the population between 
the ages of 20 and 59 for the cor- 
responding periods were 7.7 per 
cent, 8.7 per cent, 5.6 per cent 
and 4.6 per cent. 

While the ratio between the 
rate of Increase of consumers and 
that of potential producers can be 
obtained in only a limited number 
of countries for lack of detailed 
post-war censuses, it is likely 
that the results shown above for 
Denmark will apply in a general 
way to many other countries, the 
article says.

142 were killed and 1,087 were 
ipjured, 

In its report published today 
on the causes of the rioting the 
Commission sald: “Unless the 
position is carefully watched and 
all exhibitions of public violence 
firmly repressed the natives may 
make another attack upon In- 
dians to square their account.” 

The position in Durban,’ scene 
of the race riots, needs constant 
vigilance, the report sald. 

it absolved the authoritics from 

blame for falling to prevent 

the initial outbreak, It also ab- 
solved the police from allega- 
tlons that they had failed to re- 
press the initinl outbreak with 
vigour, and that they had en- 
couraged the rioters. 

“Woe are satisfied thit the 
police acted with promptitude 
and discretion, considering tho 
unexpectedness of the situatlon 
which had developed and the 
forces at thelr disposal.”

hod caused the ricts, the report 
lists the Africans’ housing siltua- 
tlon, “herding together” In com- 
pounds of large numbers of male 
Atricans and the unsettling in- 
fluence upon the “African mind of 
the fact that South Africa has 
a hostile press abroad.—Reuter.

‘AID FUNDS 
LIKELY 


New York, April 17. 

A 10 per cent cut in foreign 
aid is likely to be made by the 
United States Congress, accord. 
ing to Mr. James Reston, diplo- 
matic correspondent of the 
“New York Times.” 

Congress 1s alrendy faced with 
a deficit of nearly $1,000 million 
in the coming financial year, and 
its appropriations for forelyn ex- 
penditures are rising, whilk do- 
mestic earnings are decreasing, 
he wrote. 

"The simplest and most Likely 
course Is that Congress, In spite 
of the President's requests, will 
cut the European Recovery Pro- 
gramme and other overseas ex- 
penditures by about 10 per cent 
in the Appropriations, Cémmiltcc, 
‘trim domestic requests as well 
and authorise an arms pro- 
gramme for Western Europe with 
a stipulation that most of the 
tax money should come out of 
the appropriations for the Army, 
the Navy and the Alr Force,” he 
sald. 

“By the simple expedient of 
authorising the Western Euro- 
penn arms programme and 
simultaneousty approving the 
President’s request for authority 
to transfer arme to countries 
whose safety Is essential to the 
defence of the United States 
(the Lend-Lease formula), the 
problem can be minimised,” 
Mr. Reston sald. 

- "This will not suit the Pre- 
sident and it will disappoint the 
leaders of the Armed Services. 
Nevertheless, the President will 
probably accept this rather than 
sce his request for an additional 
appropriation for Western Euro- 
pean arms rejected on Capitol 
Hill."*—Reuter.

Land to be parcelled out wilt 
be obtained from Government 
property and large privately- 
owned estates. The Premier, Al-

yesterday in an interview publish- 
ed in “Il Messagero.” 

De Gasper! said that about 8,000' 
land ownars will be compelicd to 
sell between 20 and 50 per cent 
of thelr estates to the Government 
Tho Government in turn will sell 
Jand to the peasants, In cases of 
highly industrialised agricultural 
enterprises, de Gasperi sald, pea- 
sants will become shareholders 
of the enterprises and participate 
in _the profits. 

De Gasper! said that lands of 
the Roman Catholle church will 
not be affected. Private property 
to be taken will come from estates 
of more, than 247 acres under in- 
tensive cultivation or more than 
617 acres under .extensive cultl- 
vation. De Gasperi sald the 
Government will spend £45,000,- 
000 for the development, 

He said the agrarian reform 
aims at a more equal distribution 
of property and toward a better 
production.—Associated Press.
